LEITRIM PHIEST'S WILL, 
TWO FARMS NEAR KINLOUGH, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


The matter of the trusts of the will of the 
late Very Rev. Francis Brennan, P.P., V.G., 
Kinlongh, Co. Leitrim, came before the Coart. 
It appeared that the estate was worth about 
£6,700 and that Mr. John 8. O'Connor, 
solicitor for the Attorney-General, had ob- 
tained a grant of administration, with the 
will annexed. He now claimed, as plaintiff, a 
declaration that upon the true construction of 
the will the gift contained in the following 
words: “I bequeath whatever remains after 
my funeral expenses and all my just debts are 

aid, to Very Rev. James Dolan, P.P., V.G., 
Manorhamilton, to be applied to whatever 
religious purpuse he may deem proper, was 
a valid charitable bequest and applies to the 
entire residue, both real and personal. The 
plaintiff also asked for an order that the 
trusts of the will . might be administered 
under the direction of the Court. 

The defendant; Patrick Brennan, a farmer, 
of l.isnagroagh, “Manorhamilton, brother 
of the testator, claimed that the resi- 
dusry ‘clause m the will did not cover 
two small farms adjoining the town of Kin- 
lough which were the property of the testator, 
and that, therefore, the next-of-kin were 
entitled.

Holyoak. 


Apropos of holly, I am reminded of the 
troubles of interpreters when they fall 
among place-names. There are in the 
British Isles a considerable number of 
places called Holyoak,* for which places 
the etymologists have brought up, not 
content with tree alone, legends complete 
with saint and martyr to account for the 
adjective. In most cases, however, Holy- 
oak is but a corruption of Holly-oak, 
which in its turn is more readily recog- 
nisable under the name.of holmoak. This 
particular tree was often used as a substi- 
tute for holly, since its leaves not infre- 
quently display the same spinous growth 
shown by those of the latter. It is not 
without reason that etymology has been 
stigmatised as “ the father of lies.”

N answer to the recently adopted imter- 
| national code of contract bridge, Mr. Ely 
Culbertson and the principal bridge 
associations of America have expressed their 
dissatisfaction by inventing a still more 
drastic new code to govern various forms of 
tournament bridge. 
The code has been compiled by the 
American Bridge League, the United States 
Bridge Association (the Culbertson organisa- 
tion) and the American Whist League, and 
will govern duplicate contract tournament 
play, and pivot and progressive contract. 


PARTIAL SCORE BONUS. 

The most important change in the new 
duplicate code is the partial score bonus, 
which provides for a 100 points bonus for 
successfully making a less-than-game con- 
tract. A new scoring count will be adopted— 
namely, clubs and diamonds, 20; hearts and 
spades, 50; and no-trump, the first, third, fifth 
and seventh odde tricks, 30 »oints each; and 
the even tricks 40 points each. 

It will be necessary to bid and make game 
in one hand ‘to receive the game premiums, 
which are 300 points if declarer’s side is not 
vulnerable, and 500 points if declarer’s sie 
is vulnerable. Bonuses of 1,000 and 1,500 
for grand slams not vulnerable and vulner- 
ab.e, and 500 and 750 for small slams have 
been retained. 

Over-trick premiums will be scored the 
same as in rubber bridge, which is the same 
as the bid-trick value.

to decrees against them without a kick? 
In the days of the old Four Courts, when a 
chent brought me an untenable writ served 
on him, issued by or from a County or 
superior Court, I did not let a day ‘elapse 
before I applied to judges of the High Court 
for a wrif to transfer the entire case into the 
High Court. On showing a good case for it 
I always got an order, and, if [ succeeded, 
the plaintiff always paid me the costs, the 
County Court judge’s jurisdiction being com- 
pletely ousted. 

Even if a decree had been got below, I got 
it moved into the High Court for the purpose 
of getting it quashed. When it was quashed 
the County Court judges had always to 
pay me the costs, both in the High and in

In considering Article 2 of the agreement 
deputies must refer to the agreemept entered 
into at the same time between the Dominion 
of Canada and the Government of the United 
Kingdom, which is set out in a circulated 
report. 

Schedule E of that agreement contained a 
list of the various items on which altered 
rates of duty would apply, as from the bring- 
ing into force of the agreement. Where the 
produce or manufacture of this country was 
concerned it was important to ensure that 
their industrialists, in competing in the 
Canadian market, would not be placed in any 
worse position than their competitors in 
Great Britain. The Canadian agreement with 
Britain provided for the reduction in Customs 
duties upon ales, beer, porter, stout and 
Spirits, and strong waters of any. kind; linen 
and woollen goods, etc. It would be of benefit 
I that reduction was secured by the ip- 
dustrialists here, who might now, or in the 
future, be interested in the Canadian market. 
Heretofore the exports of the Free State to 
Canada were not very great in volume. In 
1930 the value was £133,389, while Canadian 
imports into the Free State were valued at 
£772,345. Irish exports to Canada were as 
follows in order of importance:—Tractors, 
woollen tissue, biscuits, live horses, raw woo! 
and drink of various kinds. The trade which 
lrish woollen manufacturers had in Canada for 
woollen tissue was, since the year to which 
these figures related, almost entirely stopped 
by the very substantial rise in Canadian duty, 
but that position had been now rectified, and 
it was hoped that Irish manufacturers would 
he able to regain the trade they had in 
Canada. A number of them were taking steps 
in that direction. Various conferences had 
taken place between his Department and 
Irish industrialists, and steps were being 
taken to investigate the possibilities of the 
Canadian market for various classes of goods. 


“NO PREPARATION.” 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (C. na nG., National 
University) asked if this agreement was the 
only result that had been derived by this 
country from the greatest international! econo- 
mic Conference that had ever been held. They

FREE STATE'S POSITION. 


The present agreement seemed to be the 
result of the exploitation of the extremely 
advantageous position occupied by the Free 
State. 
the gilt-edged agreement was that there had 
been meetings of producers in this country 
én the possibilities of trade with Canada. 
Sooner or later the Fréeé State would have 
to make a trade agreement with the United 
Kingdom. 

The trade agreement which the Free State 
had made with Canada was nót worth any- 
thing, but he did not object to it. They had 
to consider how far that agreement might 
hamper the making of an agreement between 
the Free State and the United Kingdom. The 
Canadian agreement was the one little 
fragment that had come to the Free State 
from all the mutual advantagés that were to 
be got at Ottawa.

AGRICULTURAL RATES. 


SECOND READING OF 
RELIEF BILL. 


Un the second reading of the Rates on 
Agricultural Land (Relief) Bill, 1932, 

The MINISTER FOR LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT AND PUBLIC HEALTH said that 
the object of the bill was to provide for the 
grunt and distribution among County 
Councils and certain urban districts ot a sum 
of £250,000, to be applied by them in 
relieving to a certain extent the rates 
leviable during the current financial year In 
respect of agricultural land. It was intended 
that the benefit of the grant should be given 
primar‘ly to small farmers, who, for this pur- 
pose, were taken to be persons in possession 
of land the rateable value of which did not 
exceed £10. Larger farmers in possession of 
land of greater value were not excluded from 
benefit, but would rank as if they were 
small farmers in possession of land not 
exceeding £10 in value. Other persons in 
possession of similar land also would partici- 
pate in the benefit of the grant to the same 
extent as if they were small farmers. The 
benefit to be given would be approximately 
three-fourths of the current rates leviable on 
such valuations. 


THE PROPORTIONS. 


The proportions on which the grant would 
be allocated were based on the aggregate 
number of valuation units of £10, or less, in 
each county and urban district, and the 
current rates leviable on them. For this 
purpose (with certain exceptions) a person in 
occupation. of agricultural land, the tota! 
valuation of which exceeded £10, was treated 
as if in occupation of land of a valuation of 
£10. The exceptions specified in the bill 
comprised land in respect of which owners, 
not being occupiers. were rated under the 
Rates on Small Dweilings Act, 1928, or land 
local authorities under the 
Labourers’ Acts, or held by the Land Com- 
mission. . Eaech...tenement.held by these 
persons and bodies was, for the purpose of 
the bill, regarded as having a separate valua- 
tion unit, and got the benefit of the grant 
in respect of each holding. 

The sum of £250,000 had, therefore, been 
apportioned between each of the counties and 
urban districts in p-oportion to the total of 
the valuation units calculated as described, 
and the remission of rates would roughly be 
equivalent to three-fourths of the current 
rates on land on the basis of a £10 valuation 
unit or less. 


THE CREDIT NOTES. 


When the Government announced their 
intention to make this grant, most of the 
rates in counties and urban districts had 
either been made, or were in process of being 
made, and it was not considered practicable 
to have the rates revised on the basis of the 
grant t. be madé to each. It was accord-

The American Debts. 


fn his final message to Congress yester- 
day President Hooyer made a very brief 
reference to the problem of War debts. 


|The position of an American: President 


during the last few months of his term 
of office alwasy is embarrassing, and 
Mr. Hoover’s position is peculiarly 
diffeult. He knows that Congress is 
opposed, resolutely alike to the postpone- 
ment of War debt payments and to their 
eventual revision; and, if he had made 
any definite pronouncement on the terms 
of the last British Note to the United 
States, he could not have failed to raise 
a storm of adverse criticism in the Senate 
as well as in the House of Representa- 
tives, He contented himself, therefore, 
with a mere mention of the fact that the 
European Governments had sought a post- 
ponement of the payments which will fall 
due to-morrow week. The Government of 
the United States had informed them that 
if did not approve of postponement ; but 
he was ready to recommend to Congress 
the adoption of certain methods whereby 
temporary difficulties of exchange might 
be overcome. In other words, the matter 
remains precisely where it was. The 
United States Treasury expects Britain 
and the other European debtors to make 
their statutory payments on December 
15th. Apparently, it will be willing to 
consider ways and means to make those 
payments as convenient as be— 
although : Mr. Hoover does not state 
whether or not Britain will be expected to 
pay in dollars. 

Nevertheless, Mr. message 
contains the germs of hope for the world. 
The welfare of the American people, he 
admits, depends upon the successful 
issue of the great causes of world Sseace, 
world disarmament and organised world 
recovery. For these ends there must be 
‘vigorous and whole-souled co-opera- 
tion ’’ between ‘the Government of the 
United States and the other civilised 
Sovernments of the world. The United 
States no longer can hold aloof. Most 
Americans realise now .that their plight 
is a direct result of the weakness of the 
foreign markets, and that all the gold that 
ever was minted will be of no use to them 
unless, and until, the former strength of 
those markets is restored. If President 
Hoover had recognised that fact four years 
ago, mankind might have been spared 
much suffering; but Europe must be 
thankful for small mercies. The 
President declares very truly that the first 
need of the United States is the 
strengthening of commodity prices. 
Furthermore, he admits that they cannot 
be, strengthened usefully in any. artificial 
way. World consumption of goods must 
be expanded through the normal channels 
of their free exchange. No nation can be 
a law unto itself, and, unless the people 
of the United States decide to work with 
the rest of the world for the common weal, 
there can be no lasting soletion of a 


problem that hitherto has baffled the "it

troubles. The United States Congress- 
man is no more intelligent than the 
average parliamentarian in any other 
country. He never has taken the trouble 


leaders have encouraged his belief that all 
Europeans are trying to swindle him out 
of payments to which he has an in- 
defeasible right. The British Note for 
the first time has shown him that there 
is another side to the story, and he has 
not yet had time to recover from his 
surprise, Any attempt to “rush” 
Congress would be fatal. Sooner or later it 
will appreciate the folly of the whole War 
debt system; but in the meanwhile 
fourteen years of faulty economics have 
done their work, and Europe must be 
patient. Britain will pay her debt instal- 
ment on December 15th, although France's 
attitude seems to be doubtful. In what- 
ever form payment may be made, the 
world exchanges are bound to be dis- 
turbed; there will be a further fall 
in commodity prices, and the condi- 
tion of affairs which Mr. “'oover deplores 
will become aggravated. The United States 
in the long run will be the chief sufferer, 
but there seems to be no way out of the 
difficulty. Britain’s payment next week 
may. impoverish her people; it may 
paralyse the entire nervous system of 
international trade—but it is in the bond, 
and the bond must be honoured.

To-day a feeling of impatience and dis- 
appointment is replacing England’s old 
feelings of good-will—so strongly that it 
begins to recognise no _ distinctions. 
Republican and ex-Unionist begin to be 
““in one red burial blent.’’ A member of 
the Conservative Party, which dominates 
British policy, seeks to penalise Trinity 
College for the sins of President de 
Valera’s economic war; and a Minister of 
the British Government hints that, in 
certain circumstances, such penalty might 
be justified. The incident has a disagree- 
able significance for the Free State's 
younger generation of all ‘creeds and 
classes: Until now her universities—both 
of them—have scattered hundreds of their 
ablest graduates, in profitable service, 
throughout the wide arena of the British 
Commonwealth. Yesterday we printed an 
advertisement in which the India Office 


offers a number of appointments to 


permanent commissions in the Indian 
Medical Service. Young Irishmen have 
enjoyed such opportunities through their 
citizenship of the Empire, and have 
enlarged them in an imperial atmosphere 
of fellowship and good-will. How long will 
that atmosphere resist the baneful 
alchemy of Mr. de Valera’s economic war Í

Timber for Britain. 


A serious problem, centring around the 
Ottawa agreements, is agitating England 
and Canada. During the Imperial Con- 
ference Canada demanded that softwoods 
from British Columbia and other Dominion 
sources should obtain new opportunities 
in the British market. For many years 
past, however, Britain’s supplies of soft- 
woods have come mainly from Soviet 
Russia and other European countries, 
whence they can be bought far more 
cheaply than from Canada. The Dominion 
definitely cannot sell her timber at a 
price that will compete with the Russian 
product. On the other hand, the spixit, 
if not also the letter, of the Ottawa 
agreements well-nigh forces every part of 
the Empire to do all in its power for the 
commercial advantage of other members. 
Only one means exists whereby Canada 
can obtain the advantage: Britain must 
prohibit or limit her imports of timber 
from Russia. Does the Ottawa agree- 
ment, therefore, bind Britain to take any 
action to this end? The Canadians con- 
tend that provision is made for such a 
contingency, and propose to put the 
matter to a test. Article XXI. of the 
agreement provides that, where one party 
is satisfied that the preferences. which it 
has accorded on any commodity to the 
other are frustrated by State action in a 
foreign country, it shall prohibit the im- 
port of that commodity from the foreign 
country.. In other words, the preferences 


‘which Britain has consented to allow to 


Canadian timber are rendered useless by 
Russia’s ‘‘ dumping ” of timber; Britain, 
therefore, ought to forbid the importing 
of Russian timber. Beyond a question, 
Russia’s exports of timber are assisted by 
“ State action’’; and similar help is 
granted to the timber trade of most other 
exporting countries. On these grounds 
the Canadian timber interests propose to 
invoke Article XXI., and Britain must 
decide what she will do, There ought not 
to be two views on the subject... lf every 
letter of the Ottawa pacts is not to be 
respected, they may as well be scrapped 
at onve. Britain has pledged her word to 
make certain concessions to Canada, in 
return for certain privileges, and her word 
must be kept.

Luxury Ships. 


When Italy’s most luxurious liner, the 
Rex, was crossing the Atlantic last 
September on her maiden voyage, she 
developed serious engine trouble, and was 
forced to abandon her attempt to break 
the Atlantic ‘‘ record.’’ Yesterday another 
of Italy’s luxury liners, the Conte di 
Savoia, had an almost identical experience 
on her maiden trip. An exhaust valve 
broke some eight hundred miles from New 
York, and the liner was compelled to make 
for port at a greatly reduced speed. 
During the last few years foreign nations 
have been vying with one another in the 
construction 6f luxurious vessels, capable 
of high speeds, for the Atlantic trade. 
The Germans built Europa and Bremen, 
both highly efficient ships; the Italians 
built Rex and Conte di Savoia ; the French 
have laid down Normandie, and the 
Americans have completed Manhattan. 
Britain, for many reasons, has refrained 
from participation in this struggle; and, , 
indeed, we may doubt if the game is worth 
the candle. Most people who cross the 
Atlantic desire comfort rather than luxury. 
When all is said and done, there are no 
ships to compare with the old, trustworthy 
British vessels, which are neither particu- 
larly fast nor particularly luxurious— 
although they are good enough for most 
sensible folk—-but. have the outstanding 
merit that. they take their passengers 
punctually to their destination. Luxury 
liners cannot pay in these times of 
financial stringency. They are entirely 
uneconomic, and one of these days the 
nations that are building them will realise 
their mistake.

JIRESIDENT HOOVER, in his message 
to Congress on ‘the state of the 
nion, did not avail himself of the oppor- 
‘unity offered of replying to the British 
and French Notes on war debts. — 
While from an international point of 
view ‘the Presidential message is dis- 
tinctly encouraging, Mr, Hoover’s re- 
ference to the debt problem was of the 
iefest. He stated: *‘ European Govern 
ents with obligations to the United 
Stat s have requested that there should be 
suspension of payments due on December 
15th, to be accompanied by an exchange 
of views upon this question. Our Govern: 
ment has informed them that we do not 
approve of suspension of the December 
15th payment, and I have stated I would 
recommend to Congress methods to over- 
come the temporary exchange of difficul- 
ies in connection with this payment from 
nations where it may be necessary.” 
The Presilent added: “If we are $o 
secure rapid and assured recovery, and 
protection for the future, we must co- 
operate with foreign nations in many

(CO-OPERATION ESSENTIAL. 


The welfare of the American people, he 
said, was dependent on the successful issue 
of the great causes of world peace, world 
disarmament and organised world re- 
covery. The welfare of mankind and the 
preservation of civilisation depended upon 
the solution of these questions. 

Besides “‘ vigorous and whole-souled co- 
operation with other Governments,” 
President Hoover’s programme ‘for the 
United States’ recovery envisaged unques- 
tioned balancing of the Budget and imme- 
diate and complete reorganisation of the 
banking system, which the President de 
clared had proved wholly inadequate. 

No reference was made to prohibition. 

President Hoover declared: “ That our 
maior difficulties find their origins in the 
economic weakness of foreign nations 
requires no demonstration. i 

‘Our first need is the strengthening of 
commodity prices, and that cannot be per- 
manently accomplished by artificialities. 
It must be accomplished by an expansion 
in the consumption of goods through a 
return to stability and confidence in the 
world at large, and that, in turn, cannot 
be accomplished without the co-operation 
of other nations.” 

President Hoover discussed War debts 
to-day with Mr. Stimson, the Secretary of 
State, and Mr. Mills, the Secretary to the 
Treasury; but Cabinet Ministers stat: 
later that no immediate action would be 
taken, 

Lord and Lady Astor, accompanied by 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British Ambas- 
cador. called at the White House to-day 
and chatted with the President.

The Prime Minister and Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, Chaneellor of the Exchequer, 
are to meet M. Herriot, the French 
Vremier, in Paris to-day, for the EE 
of exchanging views on the possible effects 
of the debt situation on the arrangements 
concluded at Lausanne uast summer, 
Mr. Macdonald left Geneva for Paris to- 
night, and Mr. Chamberlain will leave 
Victoria Station, London, by the 2 p.m. 
train to-morrow. 

The Chancellor, who will be accom- 
panied by his private secretary, Mr. J. D. 
i. Fergusson, of the Treasury, is due to 
reach Paris at 9 p.m., and the conversa- 
tions will begin the same evening. . 

The talks will probably be continued 
to-morrow morning. When they are 
finished the Prime Minister will go back 
to Geneva and Mr. Chamberlain will 
return to London. 


The suggestion already heard in some 
quarters that a ‘united front” is in 
process of formation against America 1s 
obviously absurd. Great Britain and 
France, acting independently, have 
already made “their position clear to 
America on the subject of the American 
War debt payments. - 

The Paris conversations have relation, 
not to the American instalments, but to 
the future of the arrangements which the 
European creditor Powers made among 
themselves at. Lausanne. 

It will be remembered that at Lausanne 
it was agreed that German reparaticns 
should cease and that. European inter- 
Governmental payments should be sus- 
pended, but that this arrangement should 
not be ratified until the creditor Powers, 
acting ‘independently, had reached an 
understanding with America. 

If payments to America are now to be 
resumed, it is obvious that the Lausanne 
agreements must be studied afresh. 

The Paris talks may, therefore, be ex- 
pected to survey immediate and possible 
effects. 

For example, it may be deemed 
necessary to reassemble the Lausanne Con- 
ference. The British Prime Minister was 
chairman of the Conference. In to-day's 
conversations it is likely that the disarma- 
ment problem will also be discussed, 

The usual weekly meeting of the Cabinet 
will be held ‘to-day, when Mr. Baldwin 
will preside in the absence of the Prime 
Minister. 


POLITICAL OPINION IN 
PARIS. 


CABINET CRISIS NOT 
UNLIKELY. 
From Revter's CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS,. Tuesday. 


The news that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is to meet Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald at the British Embassy here to- 
morrow means that Paris is to become the 
central scene of the debts drama. 

With their impending arrival here there 
is every prospect of a Franco-British con- 
ference on the crucial question of the pay- 
ments due to be paid to the United States 
in nine days’ time.. With Mr. Macdonald 
and Mr. Neville Chamberlain facing their 
French opposites, M. Herriot ahd M. 
Germain-Martin across the traditional 
‘round table,” the great question, “ Shall 
Britain and France pay or default?’’ will 
presumably be the great issue up for dis- 
cussion. 

In any case, the next few days will be 
of intense politica! importance to the 
French Government, and may even end :n 
a Cabinet crisis. 

The debate on debts is due to open in 
the Chamber on Friday, or possibly on 
Saturday. M. Herriot will then announce 
his am for or against payment. 

The House will be left to decide. 

After to-morrow’s parley ... Herriot 
will be in a position to know what Great 
Britain is going to do—a fact which should 
strengthen his hand. 

It is widely reported that M. Herriot 
will advocate payment in some form in 
order to maintain French prestige. “he 
(Chamber, on the other hand, will un- 
doubtedly be perfectly unanimous against 
payment in any form. | 
Tf M. Herriot puts the question of con- 
fidence he will fall. It is not, however, 
certain: that he will do so. 

If he did fall, President Lebrun would 
doubtless ask him to form anotherGovern- 
ment with a mandate to refuse to pay. 
M. Herriot would thus have acted accord 
ing to his conscience and complied with 


the exigencies of the situation.

SURGEON’S APPEAL TO 
SAVE ULSTER GIRLS. 


During the consideration of the Dangerous 
big Bill in the Northern Senate yester- 

ay, 

Colonel Sinclair, the well-known surgeon, 
appealed to the Northern Government to 
save Ulster girls from ‘‘ slimming.” 

He said that there were drugs outside 
the scope of the bill which were largely 
used by people who derived a certain 
amount of knowledge of them from 
advertisements in the Press, These. drugs 
might be called patent drugs, and illustra- 
tive of them was extract of thyroid gland, 
which was largely used by the general 
public. It was obtainable at a chemist’s 
without a prescription as a remedy for 
obesity. It was especially widely used, he 
said, by the female sex in the present 
craze for “slitting.” The drug was of 
great potency, and, if used for a long time, 
was capable of harmful effects. 

Colonel Sinclair went on to mention 
other drugs which could be obtained with 
similar ease, mentioning tuberculin, which, 
he said, might be used to secure temporary 
immunity from tuberculosis in an animal, 
so that if a man had a tuberculous animal 
which he did not wish to be destroyed he 
could give it tuberculin; then, when a 
veterinary surgeon came along to inspect 
the beast, the tests would not act because 
of the presence of tuberculin. 

Colonel Sinclair. suggested that such 
drugs should be classified under the general 
title of ‘‘ potent drugs.’’

‘The balance sheet 
which we are meeting here to-day to consider 
is, in the opinion oF your directors, a very 
satisfactory document. After allocating to 
the various reserves a sum of money equal 
to more than 10 per cent. on the Ordinary 
capital, we are able to recommend a payment 
of a dividend of 25 per cent, pr ae than 
last year and to carry forward abcut the 
same sum as in the previous year. 


NARROW PRICE FLUCTUATIONS. 


The year that has passed has been un- 
eventful.

and, as you know, hold a controlling interest 
in four British beet companies. Our practical 
and intimate experience of the working of 
such factories leaves us more than ever con 
vinced that it is more profitable to produce 
at least a proportion of raw sugar at a beet 
factory than to turn oút all white sugar. We 
are still anxious and! willing to contribute 
to an honourable and permanent settlement 
of this national problem. lt is our desire to 
work harmoniously with the existing factories 
and on a fair basis. We are willing to ge 
even further, and give financial assistance to 
an extension of the industry, provided that 
the conditions are suitable and that the 
extension is based upon the manufacture of 
raw sugar, or at least a proportion of raw 
sugar. This basis we believe to be sound, 
politically, financially and economically. 

Our refineries have been maintained in a 
high state of efficrency, thanks to the energy 
of the management and the co-operation of 
our workpeople. To all those concerned the 
board of directors offer their sincere thanks, 
in which we naturally include our office staffs 
and all connected with the sale of our 


products. 
IMPROVEMENTS AT LIVERPOOL.
